3. Claims 1-8 & 10-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention lacks patentable utility. The address configuration table having different fields 
is in itself non-functional and thus lacks utility i.e. there is no tangible result. The 
examiner recommends to amend claim 1 to include the limitation of - wherein a 
connection is established from a first source device in the source network to the 
destination device in the destination network using the address configuration table - in 
order to provide a tangible result for the claim. 

4. Claims 10-11 should depend on claim 6 (not the canceled claim 9).
